During the day the station received the USZB- 
“pproved briefing note to be read to the NAC. Mr. Acheson 
got ἃ copy and had read 41, Meanwhile ve hopefully 
awaited the full. text of the speech which the President 
would deliver at midnight local time, The NAC neeting 
was scheduled for 10 AL By the time x had to leave the 
Exbassy only Fart 1 of ἢ had been received, 

Once again to Mr. Lyon's residence vhere I mt 
Mr. Acheson and Mr. Durbroy an4 proceeded in Mr. Durbrow's 
Sutomobile to the KATO building. No one vas in the lobby 
when we arrived and Mr, Acheson reached Mr, Finletter's 
office unobserved, General Moore, Mr. Levy and 
Mr. Stoessel were thare. There was sane conversation 
e@bout General Norstad's message to the RATO commnders 
in Europe and it was Sgreed that General Moore would 
come down to the meeting but would wait in an anteroon 
until called.

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a. The Briefing for the French Presa 


We returned to the Enbassy by about 3130 to 
find that USIB haa Suthorized the briefing of the French 
Press, had supplied a briefing text and inatructions 
with respect to the use of the graphics. Mr, Lyon, 
the DCM, had his doubts about the Gesirability of this 
action. I think his Principal concern vas hoy the 
President of the Republic would react when, noxt 
morning, he realized that things told to him in term 
of utmost secrecy and by δ man of Mr. Acheson's euinence, 
Within 36 hours had been dumped into the Public domin, 
Ke vorried over thio decision until it scemed too late 
to get the news into the morning papers. This I Judged 
to have been the estimete of John Movinkle, the USIA 
mn. It was further decided to call a Press conference 
for 10230 the next morning. Mowinkle himself vould not 

do the briefing but vould entruet the job to a young man 
named Lowe who had a greater faniliarity with military 
matters than Mowinkle himself. It was further decided, 
and this was entirely aatisfactory with me, that I vould 
make no @ppearance before the newspaper men but would 
confine my activities to reading Lowe in on the subject 
and making sure that the graphics were keyed into his 


spoken statement in a foolproof manner, 
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Tt will be recalled that USTB's instructione ; | 
re this briefing were ag follows: the briefer was to | | 
follow a USIB-approved text which was at hand.

In the light or these instructions Z personally | 
selected the Braphics as indicated, cut orr the headings ' 
at the top of the Prints, removed the Little box in | 
each photograph which contained the orientation mAp of | i 
Cuba with its deaignating arrow, the classification, 
and where indicated obliterated locational information 
and numbers.
